On June 26, 2014, Oregon enacted an emergency, temporary rule prohibiting the use of any product containing the
neonicotineid insecticides dinotefuran or imidachlorprid on linden trees. This emergency, temporary administrative rule is
in effect from June 26, 2014, to December 23, 2014.
